7. The inventions listed as Groups I-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Toyo 
Kogyo Co. JP 49-44857 teaches a cylindrical metal member to be cast wrapped 
wherein the outer surface possesses projections arranged axially and 
circumferentially and wherein the tip portions are bent laterally. In some 
configurations, it appears that the maximum width of the tip portions is wider than 
a maximum width at a base portion. See Toyo Kogyo Co. (Figures, including 
Figure 2; Claims; col. 3, line 32 to col. 4, line 40). Since the subject matter of 
Claim 1 and 6, which are the respective independent claims of Groups I and II, 
are anticipated, there can be no same or corresponding special technical feature 
among the categories of inventions of the respective groups. Hence, there is no 
single general inventive concept among the groups, and so restriction is 
appropriate. 

8. A telephone call was made to Mr. Hanson on 16 June 2003 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made.
